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BICHLORIDE OF MERCURY AS AN ANTISEPTIC. 


Inthe March number of the INVESTIGATOR we referred at some 
length to the increasing dissatisfaction which the bichloride of mer- 
cury is giving as an antiseptic, not only in operative procedures, but 
wherever, in fact, the application of antiseptic precautions seems 
indicated. We desire in this connection to further call attention to 
aseries of experiments recently made by Dr. Schlange of Germany, 
in which the conclusions arrived at strongly bear out the statements 
made in our editorial. 

He says, after repeated efforts to satisfy himself of the efficacy of 
this substance as an antiseptic, he is forced to the conclusion that 
dressings thought to be aseptic from the fact that they are impregnated 
with corrosive sublimate are really not so, but contain various species 
of germs. He says, also, that many, if not all, such applications, in 
which the antiseptic action is believed to result from the liberation 


in the wound-secretions of the material with which they are impreg- 
nated, are no Jess unreliable, and that the excellent results ascribed 
toits action are due to an entirely different cause, the speedy and 


undisturbed evaporation of the wound-secretions. 

By another series of experiments he has shown that interference 
with the evaporation of these secretions by wet dressings and the 
development of germs are intimately associated. This constitutes a 
great objection to securing an aseptic dressing with materials taken 
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directly from boiling water, or from sublimate solution, and still wet, pumber 
For routine employment, therefore, he recommends dry dressings, of carbo 
If the wet sublimate gauze is taken, the layers separated from each the lung 
other, hung up to dry, cut into the required sizes, rolled, etc., in Altho 
every case infectious germs may be found afterward. at great 

For these reasons, in Von Bergmann’s clinic impregnation of the and the 
gauze with sublimate has been discarded, and dependence is placed of cold 
entirely upon gauze sterilized by steam. The new material, cut in those \ 
proper sizes and lengths, is placed in a wire basket, exposed to super- combir 
heated steam in an oven for an hour, then removed, and, after dry- of a hi 
ing for a few minutes, the basket, with its untouched contents, is put unfavo 


into an iron cylinder from which the gauze is withdrawn as required. phlegn

HIGH ALTITUDES AND CONSUMPTION. 
The favor accorded the treatment of consumption by the resort to 
a high altitude is fast seeking its level. Enthusiasm ran high, and

urgent recommendations were given of its efficacy in all forms of this 
dreaded disease. Many have, undoubtedly, been benefited through 


its agency, and in as many more death has unquestionably been 


hastened as the result of the sudden change. In contemplating the TI 
resort to a high altitude for treatment of pulmonary disease, it is one 
always well to consider whether the constitution of the patient is year 
adapted to the conditions he will meet there. From the fact that the larg 
atmospheric rarefaction at elevated positions throws a greatly in- in | 
creased strain upon the circulatory apparatus, we must regard valv- wer 
ular disease of the heart or feeble circulatory power as a strong use 
contra-indication against trying the high-altitude treatment. For a car 
similar reason that treatment is inapplicable to persons of advanced the 
age, in whom the arteries are likely to have undergone more or less mo 
of senile degeneration. “As the rarefaction of the air increases the the 
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pumber and depth of the respirations and promotes the elimination 
of carbonic acid from the lungs, it is not adapted to cases in which 
the lung tissue has been much destroyed. 

Although superficial effusions of blood are sometimes suffered 
at great heights, bleeding at the lungs has not been observed there, 
and the danger of it is not believed to be increased. The prevalence 
of cold at high altitudes is an additional factor to be considered by 
those whose sufferings are increased by low temperatures. The 
combination of cold, dryness, and rarefaction constitutes a climate 
of a highly stimulating character. It is consequently exciting and 
unfavorable to nervous persons, while it may be beneficial to the 
phlegmatic. ‘The cases that do best at high altitudes are those of 
simple phthisis, in patients who are free from cardiac, renal, or rheu- 
matic complications, and who exhibit a torpid reaction to the 


disease. 


FRTY CONSECUTIVE AMPUTATIONS OF THE BREAST WITHOUT A 
DEATH. 


3y H.C. Frost, M.D., Buffalo, N. Y. 


This series of cases consists of 44 carcinomata, four sarcomata, 
one fibroma, and one cyst, all removed within the past fourteen 
years. In each case the entire breast was removed, and where en- 
largement of the axillary glands was detected they were included 
in the operation. In the first twelve operations the wounds 
were irrigated with carbolized water one to forty, carbolized silk 
used for ligatures and sutures, and dressed with cotton saturated in 


carbolized oil, rubber tubing generally being used for drainage. In 


the last thirty-eight cases the methods of antiseptic surgery were 


more closely followed, especially for about three years, when I used 


the spray ; but this later was given up as being more fashionable 
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than necessary. In no case was there secondary hemorrhage, and 
in but one has the temperature reached 104° F. The removal of 
the first dressing has generally been guided by the temperature chart, 
frequently remaining on for a week. In case No. 18, the operation 
was performed by Dr. H. T. Biggar of Cleveland; but as I took 
charge of the after-treatment it was included in the series. Eleven 
of the operations were done in towns near Buffalo, and all of the 
number were attended thereafter by the family physicians. The 
cyst in case five was very large, had a history of growth dating 
back over two years; the skin over most prominent portion was 
reddened and apparently adherent, many enlarged veins traversed 
it; the axillary glands were individually enlarged, there were pains 
of a darting character, and the general health was visibly failing; I 
thought it malignant. After removal and on incising the same, it 
proved to be a simple cyst, with much healthy glandular tissue sur- 
rounding, a faulty diagnosis with no diseased tissue in support. 
The last nine cases were operated on since January, 1888, and 
although there has been a recurrence in two, enough time has not 
elapsed to be certain as to ultimate results. Seventeen cases have 
been lost from sight. In eighteen there has been a recurrence, 
seven of which were operated upon the second or third time. 

The results of this series, so far as mortality of the operation is 
concerned, have been remarkable. In 605 cases collected by But- 
lin, including those operated on by Gross, Henry, Oldekop, Wini- 
warter, Banks, and Butlin, “96 died from causes which might be 
referred to the operation more or less directly”; probably a majority 
of these was done before antiseptic surgery was in vogue. In 184 
operations performed in Esmarch’s clinic, dressed with various 
dressings, sixteen of the patients died. From 1871 to 1877 Lister 
lost two out of thirty-seven excisions, one dying of erysipelas, the 
other of septicemia. Lister operated sixteen times between 
1877 and 1880, with two deaths, both from shock. From 
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1876 to 1885 there were 278 amputations of the breast in St, 
Bartholomew’s Hospital, with but twelve deaths, and the surgeons in 
that hospital do not as a rule employ the Listerian method, still 
their results have been better than those of Lister at King’s Hospital, 
Perhaps my better results have been due in a measure to what some 
might be pleased to term a selection of cases; for I do not operate 
on large tumors that are immovably attached to the pectoral mus- 
cles, although several have been found to involve the muscle ex- 
tensively and large pieces of the infiltrated muscles have been 
removed. 

W. Roger Williams in a recent tabulation of thirty cases in which 
the breast was amputated for cancer finds the average duration of 
life after the patient’s first notice of the disease to be 60.8 months. 
Paget in a former article placed it at 38.5 months. In the seven- 
teen cases of which I have a full record the average. duration after 


first observance was but a small fraction over 35 months. 








POINTS IN THERAPEUTICS. *

GLONOIN 





IN NEPHRITIS, 
Martha L., five years of age, had scarlet fever. About two weeks 
after symptoms of acute albumenuria developed. It was a severe 
case, with a large percentage of albumen, feet, limbs, abdomen, and 
face much swollen, urine scanty, etc. 

During the treatment other remedies were prescribed, but there 
was no diminution in quantity of albumen until glonoin was given. 
After this the case went on to rapid recovery. 

Mr.B., aged thirty, a strong, healthy man, consulted me on account 
of sciatica, for which I prescribed.

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A few days afterward, as he was not much better, a friend advised 
him to try a:hot alkaline bath, which he did in the morning. He 
went out afterward, and stood some time ina cold, draughty place. 
At night he had a chill, and was seized with a dull aching in the 
loins ; his urine became scanty and thick, and he had to get up very 
often to micturate. The next day I was called and found him suf- 
fering from acute nephritis. 

He was only passing one pint of urine in twenty-four hours, which 
was thick and smoky, and had a specific gravity of 1028. On boiling 
it almost became solid. After treating him for eleven days without 
much improvement, I began with a one per cent. solution of nitro- 
glycerine in one minim doses, every four hours, which soon pro- 
duced great throbbing in the head. 

This treatment was begun on Monday morning. The urine passed 
during the previous twenty-four hours was one pint, which had a 
specific gravity of 1027, and was loaded with blood. On Tuesday 
the amount of urine for twenty-four hours was a pint and three- 
quarters, with a specific gravity of 1020, less blood and less albumen. 
From this time he made a rapid recovery and was discharged 
cured in one week from the time of commencing the glonoin. 


No relapse has occurred after eight months, and he claims to be 


perfectly well. 


CHLORATE OF POTASH IN PUERPERAL DISEASES 


Is indicated by a peculiar fetor, like an offensive Jochia or a 
cynanche maligna. 

During the first week after child-birth, the physician notices a bad 
odor as he comes into the room, and he finds his patient has been 
chilly and is now somewhat feverish. It is not marked, and he gives 
it no attention, but when he calls again or is sent for the odor is ex- 
ceedingly bad, and the patient is quite sick. 


For this condition we prescribe a saturated solution of chlorate of 
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potash, a teaspoonful every two hours; there is improvement in a 
short time, and in a couple of days the fetor is gone. 

A grave case of puerperal septicaemia may begin in this way, and 
I am persuaded that we may arrest many cases if the remedy is. 
administered when the fetor first shows itself. Of course we are not 
prevented from giving the proper sedative or other indicated remedy. 
A woman has been delivered safely, and the placenta follows in due 
time, but despite good management a small portion is caught by the 
os and remains in the uterus, or a shred of the membranes may be 
caught and retained in the same way. Here is the place for Chlorate 
of Potash. ; 

A woman has had a miscarriage or abortion; the foetus has 
escaped, but the placenta will not come, and the physician does not 
get it. What shall bedone? We answer, get it ; but incase it is not 
removed, chlorate of potash is the antiseptic to protect the patient 
against the absorption of effete material. 

We have used bicarbonate of soda for the last four years with 
marked success in tonsilitis. 

In every case except one, the inflammation was arrested in forty- 
eight hours. 

The special indication of this remedy in tonsilitis is the rheumatic 
basis. When there is an excess of uric acid in the urine, together 
with a thick, pasty coating upon the tongue, the fauces covered 
with a tenacious, colorless mucus, the tonsils very much swollen, 
and stiffness of the muscles of the neck and mouth, bicarb. soda is 
the remedy to use. 

Phytolacca decandra is especially indicated in enlargement of 
lymphatic glands, no matter what may be the pathological condition 
producing the enlargement. 

Carbo-ligni (wood-charcoal) in hemorrhage of the bowels is a 
most potent remedy. Used in enemata 3j to 3 ij finely powdered 
to four ounces of water and thrown into the rectum, it will check 
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the severe hemorrhage which sometimes occurs during typhoid 
fever. 

Apocynum cannab. is a true specific for that atonic condition of 
the blood-vessels that permits exudation and ¢ropsy. 

I have employed it in my practice for some fifteen years, and it 
thas not failed me in a single case where the diagnosis was well made. 
It is a positive remedy for dropsy, whether it takes the form of 
«edema, anasarca, or dropsy of the serous cavities, where there is no 
obstruction to the circulation and no febrile action. 

We would not expect it to effect a cure in dropsy from heart-dis- 
ease, or ascites from structural disease of the liver; neither would 
we where there was a frequent hard pulse, and other evidences of 
febrile action. 

Still, in these cases if we can partially remove the obstructions in 
the first case, and arrest the febrile action in the second, the apocy- 
mum will remove the serous effusion. 


HEALING BY CLOT REPLACEMENT.

Practice, February 15 :—The writer showed to a class of students 
a case of talipes equino-varus. The tendo-Achilles was divided 
and the wound gaped widely, but the dressings were applied so 


as to obtain a clot filling forthe gap. Primary union occurred in 
fourteen days. 


Regarding the conditions necessary for healing by clot replace- 
ament, Dr. Morris says : 

In the first place, the wound must be an aseptic one, and the 
result of our attempts at getting clot replacement will be a very 
good indication as to our ability to do antiseptic work. Carbolic 


acid solution must not be used about the wound at the time of 
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operation, because it is peculiarly destructive to blood-clots, and 
they become friable in a few moments under its influence. The 
bichloride of mercury solution, which we use for ordinary irriga- 
tion, toughens the clots apparently, and it is the best antiseptic 
for us here. 

The gap which is to be filled with a clot must be covered with 
a bridge of Lister protective oiled silk. 
know of will answer. 


Nothing else that I 


Gutta-percha tissue is absolutely water- 
proof, and wounds which are covered with it look “soggy.” Spun 


glass, gauze, and cotton would not be used over this gap by any one 
in his sound senses if he had in view the obtaining of clot replace- 
ment. The fibrilla of the coagulum penetrate the open meshes and 
become entangled up in it, and epithelium cells are as badly cast as. 
a fat ram on a side-hill when they attempt to cross over the clot. 
Lister protective is the only satisfactory covering that I know of for 
any wound surface. 

A wad of bichloride cotton is placed gently over the protec- 
tive and out beyond the region of the wound on all sides. The 


wound region must be kept at rest. Clot organization is not the 


proper term for the method of repair which is under consideration, 


because the clot does not become organized. It is replaced by 


connective tissue cells which shoot through the coagulum, and 
absorption of the clot takes place as the connective tissue cells 
occupy the ground. Clot replacement, then, is the descriptive term 
which is to be applied to the process. 
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Peppermint-Water in Pruritus Pudendi.—In an article published 
in the British Medical Journal for April 14, 1888, and quoted in a 
recent number of the Medical Chronicle, Dr. Amand Routh advo- 
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cates the employment of peppermint-water as a lotion in pruritus 
pudendi. He suggests that for the sake of convenience the aqua 
menthze piperite of the British Pharmacopceia, which is somewhat 
bulky, be concentrated, an object best attained by borax, in itself 


soothing and antiseptic. Patients can make their own lotion by 


putting a teaspoonful of borax into a pint bottle of hot water, adding 


five drops of oil of peppermint, and shaking well. The parts affected 
are to be bathed with a soft sponge. If the skin is unbroken, this 
lotion will remove the itching; otherwise, a preparation made of 
olive-oil and five grains of iodoform to the ounce should be used in 
its place. Peppermint-water gives the most permanent relief in the 
neurosal form, especially in the reflex pruritus of pregnancy. It is 
also efficacious in the pruritus which occurs at the climacteric or in 
elderly women, in whom it may be only part of a general pruritus, 
besides those cases of women of all ages when the urine becomes of 
avery low specific gravity without any evidence of their having a 
gouty or granular kidney as a remote cause. Peppermint excels all 
other drugs, cocaine not excepted, in cases due to pediculi, ascarides, 
an irritable urethral caruncle, an intracervical polypus, cancer of the 
cervix, distension of Bartholin’s ducts or glands, the leucorrhoea of 
elytritis, endotrachelitis, and metritis, the irritating discharges of 
advanced carcinoma uteri, or a gouty or diabetic diathesis.—/. Y. 
Med. Jour. 


Treatment of Sprains.—C. A. West, M.D., in Chicago Med. Times. 
Liniments in these cases are of but little use. Relief from pain is 
the first essential, to be procured in a way which will. further the 
process of cure. This may be done by stimulating the circulation 
of the part, thus preventing blood stasis and engorgement about the 
part. Immerse the injured joint in /o¢ water, or hot salt and water, 
for from twelve to eighteen hours if necessary. As soon as the 


Major portion of the swelling and pain has abated, apply to the 
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afflicted part a light plaster-of-Paris or starch dressing, to insure im. 
mobility, and be assured that the cure in most cases will be very 
speedy and remarkably satisfactory. The writer has tried this in 
several cases, with uniformly satisfactory results. The only remedy 
necessary, if any, is arnica, diluted with five parts of water or sweet 
milk, applied for a few hours before the permanent dressing. 





Treatment of Epilepsy by the Constant Current.—The author has 
cured three cases of epilepsy by a special application of the constant 
current to the brain and the administration of small doses of brom- 
ide of sodium. For various reasons the bromides had very little 
influence in the cure. The strength of the current should be from 


four to eight milliampéres at a minimum to eighteen to twenty-five at 


a maximum, which ought to be directed over the whole extent of the 
brain, or especially to the central ganglia. 

1, The patient holds the negative electrode in the hand, while the 
positive is applied and moved about over the frontal region. 

2. Or, better still, the current should be made to traverse the head 
diagonally, by placing the negative electrode in the suboccipital 
region and moving the positive electrode about over the brow. 

3. The cathode remaining in the suboccipital region, the anode 
should be applied first upon one side and then upon the other, in 
the neighborhood of the central ganglia. 

The treatment was continued for many months, the longest period 
being ten.—NIERMEYER, in Weekler van het Nederl. Tijd schr. vor 
Geneeshk ; 1 Electrotherapie—Med.

Chloride of Ammonium in Neuralgia.—W. T. Greene, M.D.,writes, 
in the London Med. Press: A lady recently called at my house, when 
her husband, who accompanied her, told me that he had been suf- 
fering from neuralgia in the head and neck, left side, for fifteen 
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weeks without a day’s intermission, and that the pain was getting 
worse instead of better, so that at times he felt as if he must “go out 
of his mind.” He said that he had been prescribed for by several 
medical men, whose names he mentioned, with scarcely any allevia- 
tion, even temporary, of his sufferings. I made him up a mixture 
of chloride of ammonium, twenty grains to the dose, which he took 
away with him. The next evening the gentleman called to say that 
he had taken what I had given him, and, for the first time in fifteen 
weeks, had passed a day without pain, having felt an improvement 
after taking the first dose of the medicine. He begged for another 
bottle as he was afraid the neuralgia might return, so I gave it to 
him, but he did not take the whole of it, and has had no return of 
the neuralgia since. Chloride of ammonium is a very simple, most 
valuable, and strangely neglected drug, which I have never known 
to fail in the treatment of neuralgia. 


An Important Professional Opinion.—Some time ago the editors 
of the New York JAZedical Times requested Judge Barrett of the 
Supreme Court to give his opinion upon the following interesting 
question: ‘‘ Has a physician designating himself a homceopathist, 
and called as such to a patient, any legal or moral right to adopt other 
than homceopathic means in the treatment of the case ?”’ 

The reply has been so misquoted and partially quoted by several 
journals as to rob it of half its force. Therefore we reproduce it 
entire for the benefit of our readers. 


New York, March 13, 1889. 
To the Editors of the New York Medical Times : 


GENTLEMEN: I have your note of the r1th inst., asking my opin- 
ion upon a questiun of professional ethics. In my judgment there 
can be but one answer to your question, and that is in the negative. 
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If I call in a medical man who designates himself a “ homeopathic 
physician,” it is because I do not wish to be treated allopathically, or 
eclectically, or otherwise than homeeopathically. There is an implied 
understanding between myself and the homceopathist that I shall 
receive the treatment which, by tradition and a general consensus of 
opinion, means small doses of a single drug administered upon the 
principle of “similia similibus curantur.’”’ If there is to be any 
variation from that method, I have a right to be informed of it and 
to be given an opportunity to decide. Common honesty demands 
that before a confiding patient is to be drugged with quinine, iron, 
morphine, or other medicaments, either singly or in combination, he 
should be told that the “homceopathist ” had failed, and that relief 
can only be afforded by a change of system. An honest “ homeo- 


path,” who has not succeeded, after doing his best with the appro-. 


priate homceopathic remedies administered on homceopathic princi- 
ples, should undoubtedly try anything else which he believes may 
save or relieve his patient. But when he reaches that point the duty 
of taking the patient into his confidence becomes imperative. The 
patient may refuse to submit to the other system, or he may agree, 
but prefers a physician whose life has been specially devoted to 
practise under that other system. He may say to the “home- 
opathist,” You have failed, but I prefer to try another gentleman of 
your own school, before resorting to a system that I have long since 
turned my back upon. Or he may say, Well, if homceopathy cannot 
save me, I prefer to go to headquarters for allopathic treatment. 

All this, gentlemen, is the logical sequence of the particular desig- 
nation “homeeopathist.” There may, of course, be gentlemen who 
in a general way favor the principle of small doses and “ similia 
similibus curantur ” to whom it would not apply. But such a physi- 
cian would not stamp his school upon his work as a practitioner. If 
I call in such a man, I mean a physician pure and simple—calling 
himself neither homceopathist nor allopathist—the implied under- 
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standing is that I entrust myself to his best judgment in all respects. 
Such a man may be a graduate of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, and I will have no cause of complaint should he in any 
exigency deem it appropriate to administer the third potency of 
aconite. Or he may be a graduate of a college founded under 
homceopathic auspices, and yet I cannot object if he thinks the 
occasion demands twenty grains of quinine. But if a physician calls 
himself allopathic and is summoned as such, it would be a fraud to 
resort to homceopathic treatment without full disclosure to the 
patient of what was proposed. If, however, we are to have a class 
of men who purpose, in the interest of humanity, to utilize the best 
that they can find in any and every school, “pathist,” as a designa- 
tion of fixed methods of practice, must be ignored, and the broad 
and noble title “‘ physician,” in its unreserved sense, be revived and 
substituted. 

The patient will understand when he sends for one of this class 
that he is to have the physician’s best judgment in the unprejudiced 
use of the ripest fruits of modern discovery in every field. I see that 
I have done more than simply answer your question. But I am sure 
that you will pardon a layman for taking advantage of the occasion 
to intimate the need of greater clearness of professional attitude— 
both as a matter of justice to the patient and as due to the integrity 
of the physician.

POINTS FROM DISCUSSIONS. 


Dr. Albertson has had better results from podophyllin 2x in the 
nausea of pregnancy than with any other remedy. 

In lithzemia finds Mont Clemens water very useful. 

Uses euonymia 2x every hour in congestion of the liver. 

Dr. Maycock has used chienanthus with success in cases of liver 
difficulties where chelidonium seemed indicated but failed. 


Sanguinaria is a very valuable “ liver remedy ” in cases where it is 
indicated. 


Dr. F. Park Lewis uses sanguinaria in catarrhal colds where there 


is throbbing and beating, with a watery discharge, but without the 
scalding of allium cepa. 


Dr. Wilcox believes that many of the cases of ulcerated sore- 


throat which we see about this time in the year depend upon 


engorged livers. 


Dr. Moseley : We often find a sluggish liver, with some tenderness, 
in cases of uterine and general pelvic congestion. Uses nux. and 
sulph. in these conditions. In women at the menopause the pelvic 
organs are kept engorged and reflex symptoms maintained by a slug- 
gish portal circulation. Has obtained good results in these cases 
with nux, lyc., podo., euonymia, etc. 

Dr. Bull: Hot water taken internally relieves engorgement of 
the liver and is useful in this class of cases. 


Dr. Maycock: A few years ago the Germans were using cold- 
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water injections in cases of catarrhal jaundice and claimed good 
results. The temperature of the water used was between 59° 
and 72°. 

Dr. Moseley has been disappointed in the use of sepia, as he does 


not get the results he expects in uterine affections complicated by 
hepatic disorders. 


Dr. Albertson ; Sulphur is a good remedy to commence the treat- 
ment of all these pelvic cases with. 

Dr. Wilcox : At this time in the year we find a good deal of liver 
trouble. He believes that diet has a great deal to do withit. Peo- 
ple keep on eating meat, just as they did all winter, but being 
confined to the house do not have sufficient exercise. 


Dr. Geo. W. Lewis: No tubercle-bacillus was ever generated 
during caseation of the lung. It is the bacillus lodging and setting 
upirritation which leads to caseation. Tubercular phthisis and catar- 
rhal phthisis are entirely separate and rarely, if ever, lapse into one 
another. Not one case of infection in a hundred comes from 
inhaling the tubercle bacillus. They all come from digestive dis- 
turbance. Take, for example, a case of hyperacidity of the stomach. 
The food is not properly cared for, and passes from the stomach in 
lumps not acted upon by the gastric juice. And with these lumps 
go the germs. The most powerful germicide in the human body is 
the gastric juice, and when this is impaired the germs find entrance 
into the system. Infection takes place in eighty per cent. of the 
cases through the digestive tract, and it would not take place but 
for digestive disturbance. 


Dr. Bull; The susceptibility of any person depends largely upon 
his manner of life. Most barbers and pugilists die of consumption. 
Dr. Moseley: Tubercular phthisis has not, in his experience, fol- 
lowed bronchitis often enough to prove relationship between the 
two. If wecan find but a single case of phthisis without a preceding

bronchitis, it shows that such a bronchitis is not necessary. And 


we do find many such cases. 

Dr. Wilcox has seen a case of severe hemorrhage come on in a 
person who had no previous symptom of any lung disease, and the 
case from that time grew rapidly worse and was followed in less than 
six months by death. How early in the disease can the tubercle 
bacillus be detected ? 

Dr. Maycock : The tubercle bacillus can often be detected long 
before any signs show themselves in the lungs. It is not atall neces- 
sary to wait for caseation to take place before the germ can be found. 
There can be no such thing as a primary hemorrhage occurring 
before the tubercular disease. The idea of phthisis ab hemoptoe 
has long since been exploded. Regarding cavities, a consumptive 
is much better with one than without, because that is the only way 
the system can rid itself of this poisonous matter, and give the lung

The discharges and 
the substance vomited are green, owing to a superabundance of acid 
in the stomach, and the soda counteracts this acidity.

This 1887 volume 
is full of some of the very best work which we have ever seen come 
from any homeopathic society ; and what is more, this is no isolated 
thing for Pennsylvania, as old Keystone goes right on doing better, 
best. Many of the articles have seen the light in several of our best 


journals, so we will merely mention some of the things which make 
this volume a valued work of reference and text-book. The Phila- 
delphia society has a fine paper on Cervical Endometritis ; but it is 
to the work of the bureau of materia medica that especial attention is. 


asked. Dr. Mohr, the chairman, announces that it is the intention 
of the bureau to prepare a complete repertory of the existing patho- 
genetic records as given in Hering’s Condensed Materia Medica. Ip 
the present volume there is a complete repertorial arrangement of 
the heart symptoms by Dr. E. R. Suader, and an arrangement of 
the renal symptoms by Dr. Theo. J. Tracum. We can only say that 
these are most excellent. The Allegheny County society has a very 
good paper on Cystitis. In reviewing the work of Pennsylvania in 
the 1886 volume we referred especially to this plan of having @ 
county society work as a unit for the State society; a further view 
of the plan renders us more pleased than ever with its results. Some 
of the advance sheets of the ’88 have been sent to us, and they show 
a continuance of the general character of the society’s work.

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4 HAND-BOOK OF THERAPEUTICS, By SYDNEY RINGER, M.D. Twelfth 
Edition. New York: Wm. Wood & Co. 1889. 

It is very seldom that a work on therapeutics will run through 
twelve editions, and the fact of its having done so shows that it 


must have something about it different and better than the large 


majority of volumes which are written on this subject. What this 


something is seems to us to be very clear. 

Dr. Ringer, like a few other writers of the old school, has gotten 
an insight into the true action of drugs, and has not hesitated to 
borrow from the literature of our school, not only hints on the 
action of medicines, but in many cases the remedies themselves. 

In this respect Dr. Ringer’s work is a good example of the 
position occupied in respect to the treatment of disease by the 
advanced allopathic physicians of to-day—if, indeed, we can speak 
of an “advanced allopathic physician,” for when he gets very far 
advanced he is not far from being a homceopath. 

That the tendency to treat the disease instead of the patient is 
dying out is shown by a remark made by the author in the preface : 
“Physical signs, as a rule, help us to detect only coarse and de- 
cided changes, and are chiefly useful in diagnosis, whilst symptoms 
are far more useful guides in prognosis and treatment.” And 
again: “Only in a few instances, as ague and syphilis, can we 
directly cure the disease itself ; but in other instances we must be 
content to combat the secondary and often fatal effects.” 

The arrangement is excellent, and the introductory chapters on 
the tongue, pulse, etc., together with those on external aids in treat- 
ment, such as baths, use of hot and cold water, poultices and fomen- 
tations, will be found very valuable. 

The book contains about five hundred pages, and, like everything 
published by the Woods, is a model of neatness. 

ExpLoRATION OF THE CHEST IN HEALTH AND DISEASE. By STEPHEN S. Burt, 
Ph.D. New York: D. Appleton & Co., 1889.

The author says in the Preface that “teaching naturally leads to 
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requests from the class for a work that shall embody the methods 
pursued by the instructor,” and that “this present manual is the 


outcome of such requests.” 


There is no doubt a tendency to overdo the matter of writing 


books, and almost every lecturer has an irrepressible desire to see his 
name in letters of gold on the back of a volume more or less large, 

We can forgive them, however, when they give to us as pleasing a 
work as this of Dr. Burt’s. 

He is well up with the times, and everything is presented in a con- 
cise, intelligent, and readable manner. 

It is without doubt, for students, the best book on the subject 
which we have seen. 

On some of the minor points we do not wholly agree with the 
author, but these are merely matters of opinion. For instance, we 
look on myoidema as a useful sign when found and taken in connec- 
tion with other signs—as useful almost as crepitation, which is cer- 
tainly not pathognomonic in itself, but which, when the results of the 
examination are considered as a whole, is certainly very valuable. 

The cuts, which are for the most part taken from Sappey’s 
“Traite d’Anatomie,” are admirable, and the general appearance 
of the book neat and attractive.
